Executives were less efficient on a 
six-hour day. 
T h at failure, Doctor 
Scheidt said, was possibly due to the 
continually varying nature of exe­ 
cutive problems. 
This six-hour day test, he went on, 
applies to workers who are carefully 
selected for fitness and who have a 
strong “motive.”’

motive is the chance to add nine to 
36 per cent to 
basic pay through 
bonuses.
